Efterday the General Diet of the Cantons 

was open’d at Baden in the ufual manner; 

“ all the Proreftant Cantons have fent De- 
puties to it, but of the Roman Catholick 

Cantons only thofe of Friburg,Soluthurn, 

‘Appenzell, and Glaris, have fent Deputies: And ‘tis 
reported the Ambaffador of France has prevail’d with 
thofe of Lucerne, Ury, Schwitz, Underwald, and 
Zug, to fend none ; which makes it fear’d this Diet 
will not have fo good an Iffue as was expected. The 
Cantons of Zurich, Berne, and others, having or- 
der’d part of their Militia to hold themfelves in a 
readinefs to March, and having taken divers Precau- 
tions to hinder the paffing of the French Recruits, 
(that ate intended for Bavaria,) over their Frontiers, 


the Marquefs de Puifieux wrote the following Letter 


to them. 


Magnificent Lords! $e 

receiv’d the Letter of the 5th of this Month which 

you did me the Honour to write to me; I was 
inform’d before, that Copies of feveral Letters had 
been difpers’d in each of the Cantons, to infpire into 
them a Jealoufy of the Defigns of my Matter, and to 
induce them to give the more Credit to the Report 
that was {pread of the intended March of his Armies 
at the opening of the Campaign; Bur I did not think 
that Report and thofe Letters, which are only In- 


ventions of his Majefty’s Enemies, could make the 


leaft Impreffion in Switzerland, after all the Affuran- 
ees that I had given you on his Part, by Word and 
Writing, that he would never entertain any thoughts 
of difturbing your Peace and Quiet, but on the con- 
trary would contribute all that is in his Power to 
maintain them. I renew'd thefe Affurances to your 
Deputies in the laft Diet that was heid here ; I de- 
monftrated to them that the Superiority of his Ma- 
jefty’s Armies, far from difturbing thar Quiet they 
were fo very fond of, was their Security. What 
pafs’'d in Switzerland afcer the Battle of Fridlingen, 
is too Avthentick and too frefh a Proof of this, to be 
either denied or forgotten. 

So tha: I frankly acknowledge, Magnificent Lords, 
my Surprize was grear, when I heard you intended 
to raife your Militia, and to order your Beacons to be 
prepar’d for a Signai to them to move on the leaft a- 
larm. In cafe you are ftill under any Apprehenfion, 
I affure you ir ought not to be caus'd by his Maje- 
fty’s Arms, and that his Intention is his Generals fhall 
attempt nothing that may give you the leaft Um- 
brage. His Majefty is always difpos'd to make you 
ealy ; He confiters you as his Ancient Allies, for 
whom he has a great Efteem and Friendthip, and to 
whom he would rake pleafure to give new Marks of 
his Reval Affection. This makes me hope, that all 
the Endeavours of the King’s Encmics, to create a 
Jealoufy in you cf his Defigns will ferve only to dif. 
cover to you the Poifon that lies hid under the Confi- 
dence, with which they take upon them to give you 
groundiefs Counfels, which however are not preva- 


lent enough to fpread Terror and Dittruft through 


your Dominions, thereby to hinder your enjoying 


the Tranquility that yet reigns there. I hall be very 
glad for my own part, to be able to contribute any 
thing to the prefervation of that Tranquility ; and I 
‘Intreat you to be per{waded, that I fhall always in- 
tereft my felf in all Affairs that may be agreeable ro 
you.

Bajil, April 19. The 16th of this Month Monfieur 
de Mellarede Envoy of Savoy, having prefented to 
to the Diet Affembled at Baden a new Meinorial 


concerning the Neutrality for Savoy, they deputed . 
fome of their Members to confer with him, and he - 


reprefented to them, that Savoy was clear’d of thé 
French Troops, and that the Duke .his Mafter was 
rather in a condition of carrying his Army from that 
Province into France, than of being-himfelf attack’d, 


on thar fide ; bur that, Norwithftanding, his. Royal 


Highnefs was ready, purely, out of Regard to the 
laudable Swifs Cantons, to treat ftill of a Neutrality 


_ for that Province. And thefe are {aid to be the Cone 


ditions, on which that Minifter offer’d to treat of it ; 
That the laudable Cantons fball fend Troops. into Savoy, 
to defend that Province againft the Invafions of the 
French, That thofe Troops fhall be paid by bis Royat 
Highnefs. That the King of France fhall Oblige bim- 
Semfelf on his Part; not to fend any Troops into it, ei- 
ther to invade or pafs through it. That his Royat 
Highnefs fall be cblig’d not to attack France from that 
Province. That the commanding Officers of the faid 
Swifs Tioops fhall be fuch as his Royal Highnefs 
appoint. But as for what relates to the maintaining 
of 4 porfett Neutrality, thefe Troops fall receive Or= 
ders from their own Soveraigns only. *Tis not known 
yet what Anfwer the Cantons will make to thefe 
Propofals ; but every body expects this Negociation 
will have a good Iffue. The Marquefs de Puifieux 
fent the Chevalier de Limague to the Diet ar Baden 
to look to the Intereft of his Mafter, and gave him 
a Letrer of Credence for the Cantons, and another 
directed to the 2 Deputies of Berne, which he deli- 
ver'd, and with it a Memorial, containing in Sub- 
ftance, ‘ That the Ambaffador is very much furpriz’d 
atthe Anfwer made by the Srare of Berne to his. 
¢ Propofal touching the Levy defir'd of them in the 
‘ Name of his moft Chriftian Majefty : That he has 
‘ noc yet dared to fend that Anfwer to the King, for 
‘ fear of angring his Majefty who would be ex- 
‘ treamly mov’d at it; but that he fhall be fore’d to 
‘ fend it, unlefs they give him a more agreeable An- 
‘fwer: That it was not for want of Men that the 
‘ King his Mafter had defird to have a Regiment 
“ rais'd, but purely to fhew the Confideration he has 
‘ for the Canton of Berne: And that he defir'd the 
‘ Deputies to commnnicate this Memorial to their 
* Soveraigns, &c. The Chevalier de Limague has. 
fince fent this Memorial himfelf to the Canton of 
Berne. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April 29. 
Zurich, April 19. Monfieur de Mellarede in a Me- 
morial deliver'd by him to the Cantons, tlls them 
the French Troops are driven clear our of Savoy. 
Bur this Morning came a Letter from Monfieur de 
Puifieux to the general Diet at gBaden, in v hich he 
charges 
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charges Monfieur de Mellarede with having impos’d 
a Falfehood on the Cantons, and affures them there 
are French Troops in Chamberi, and that they in- 
sand to ftay there. This occafions much Difcourfe, 
and makes us long for the next Advices from Savoy, 
that we may learn which of thefe two Minifters is in 
the Right.
